Its andacivusness 
excels anything of which we: have ever 
been witness in journalism in this city. 
One day it will denounce every journal 
and alf persons who consi-teatly support 

~ ertain political opinions; then it will deny 
that it ever uttered such and such an 


idea ; and the next day or yee after, it 
will say: “We ssid .o,” “the writer” 
said so ; and so.it goes on ad infinitum, 
It evidently thinks that the people are 
gullible, and that ites readers never notice 
its whirlings. Yesterday,. it spared 
neither type nor space to convince all 
witbin its reach that the Hon. J. Robson 
had indicated, with oracular wisdom, the 
trae Tariff for British Colombia, after its 
admission-into the Dominion. The at- 
ances of Alexander, after he had been 
declared the son of Japiter Ammon, were 
never more boastful. Even the Ottawa 
‘Cabinet had, we are boastfally told, 
been taken by a. coup de main, 
and with great bamility bad acknowl- 
edged that the only panacea to satisfy 
all classes_in this Colony was the tariff 
resolution of the Hon. Mr. Robson. 
What however will be the surprise of 
Canadian statesmen when they find that 
the Colonist of July 12th declared thet 
British Columbia would have to accept 
the Canadian tariff and could not have 
any Other, and that those who thooght 
differently were either deceiving the peo- 
ple or themselves? Possibly they will 
consider themselves denounced for think- 
ing that the Canadian tariff may be de» 
ferred. Bat if the denunciation of the 
12th, bo difficult to accoant fcfPhow will 
they enjoy the virtuous indignation of 
the Colonist of the 14th when it states 
that the Hon. J. Robson never enter- 
tained any such an idea as deferring the 
extension of the Canadian teriff to this 
Colony. When, however, they tarn 
up the Government Gazette and find that 
he had moved a resolution to effect such 
ai end, that surprise will merge ioto in- 
credulity as to the correctness of the re- 
port in the Government Gazette or their 
own eyesight witl be doubted, If, per- 
chance, the Colonist of July 22d should 
reach the Privy Council Chamber, in 
which it is sudaciously asserted that Hon. 
J. Robson did move such a resolution, 
great credit awarded him for 
having done sv, they will undoubted- 
ly arrive at the conclasion that sech a 
journal, given to-such changes, would do 
more injary to a political party than 
good,

~ “War was declared on the 15th and we have 
news to the 21st from London. No battle is 
reported during the six days that have just 
pecsed. A few shots have been exchanged 
by sentinels, nothing more. Earl Granviile 
is credited with stating that the Emperor will 
not entertain negotiations for peace. All 
hope of peace is gone. Nothing but a de- 
cisive battle can clear the way for negotia- 
tions. France and Prugsia are both 

-*full of enthusiasm: Both. ‘are defiant. 
Foreign opiuion says that France is, and that 
Prussia is not prepared for the war. It has, 
however, been stated in the German Parli- 
ament that Prus'ia was never better prepur- 
-ed to enter the field than she ig now. Den- 
wark is certain to yoin France! so will Italy. 
‘The Pope recognizing that he hes been 
sacrificed, by: France for Victor Emman- 
uel’s sid, favors Prussia. What ap- 
pears most extraordinary is\ Turkey, poor 
and penniless, offering 200,000 men to 
France, if the latter will pay them. The war 
promises to be a first-class one ; but the news 
of the whereabouts of the opposing armies is 
concealed, We bave,itis true,in the telegrams 
a brief indication of the position of the French 
on the Rhine, and also of the divisions of the 

«¢ army and the names of their commanders. 
The nearest that we can learn about the 
bombardment of Prussian seaports, is the ar- 
rival of a French fleet in the Baltic. Of the 
Prussian army movements we learn nothing ; 
their secret ie well kept. Till-a battle shall 
have taken place, it is not very likely that 
outsiders will gain mach knowledge of the 
intention of opposing generals.

Eptron Staypanp:—I' was pleased to see 
by your issue of to-day, that the Cowichan 
districts are preparing for an Agricultural 
and Horticultural show, to take place at 
Maple Bay, and, also, that the Saanich dis- 
tricts are likewise looking forward to a local 
event of the same kind.

Daas Sin,—It would be quite inconceiv- 
able to me—buat for your letter—that any 
reasonable reader could possibly attach a 
Scriptural reference to a passage in a book of 
mine, reproducing s much abused social figure 
of speech, impressed into all sorts of service 
on all sorts of inappropriate occasions, with- 
out the faintest connection of it with its ori- 
gieal source. I am truly shocked to find that 
any reader. can make the mistake. I have 
always striven in my writings to express ven- 
eration for the life and lessons of our Saviour, 
because I feel it; and because I re-wrote thet 
history for my children—every one of whom 
knew it from having it repested to them, long 
before they could read, and almost as soon as 
they coulu speak. But I bave never made 
proclamation of this’ from the housetops.—
